Then we 
took a three boars' drive through and 
aronnl tie city, going to tbe old ruins, to 
the beautiful garden*, along the great 
canal to the old tomb, through tbe long 
streets occupied by the bazaars and through 
the open, noisy markets. 
Here we flrat 


mi<t tbe bnge, 
ugly, repulsive-looking 


otmel acd its enormous load; there was 
also a strange mixture of naticnalitiei; 
there were representatives from nil Eu- 
ropean oi.uotrifrS, aud nil Eastern except 
Ohinn, who made a perfect babel of tongues 
us th«y talked, shouted and yelled, each in 
liitf own tongue, whioh made a strange im- 
pression on our untrained ears, but We 
were reasonably good scholars and made 
good progress for the flrat day. 


4t,ONO THE NILE, 


In tbrt afternoon we started by fail fof 


Cairo, fend w re soon out on the valley of 
the beiintiUl Nile—which was a complete 
aorpriae, fur it far surpassed in beauty oar 
ideals,-highly colored as they were. We 
were fortunate in tbe time of our visit; tbe 
weather was that of May or early Jane in 
our country. The wheat was in fall head, 
barley just heading, sugar oane ripe and 
being out, vegetables in all stages of growth 
and perfection. Hundreds of people every- 
where, out in the fields and gardens at 
work, with hundreds of camels and don- 
keys io. the fields, aloag tbe highways and 
panal banks, loaded with green clover 
going to market, while along the canals 
were seen the white Bails of the freight 
boats, all presenting a charming picture of 
real eastern life. 
In many places the val- 


ley reminds one of some of our most beau- 
tiful prairie scenes in tbe northwest, with 
the addition of magnificent groves of the 
stately palm tree. 
In faot it is hard to ex- 


aggerate when speaking of the Kile valley 
as seen under the most favorable circum- 
stances. 


' AT THE QBEAT PZBAMID. 


The next morning after arriving in Oario 


we started in a carriage for the great 
pyramid. 
Miss Havens of Chicago, a 


misniocory to China, accompanied us. We 
drove along a beautiful avenne some dis- 
tance up the banks of the Nile, then the 
avenue crossed the valley westward to the 
great wonder. At first eight there is a feel- 
ing of disappointment; it looks low and 
eqnutty; bat as we come near, its huge 
proportions stand oat against the blue sky. 


When at tbe base my friends thought it 


iuppudeut for me to attempt tbe ascent; 
the old Arab sheik also shook big bead 
dubiously; Mias Haven also protested, but 
I started, made the ascent, and wae second 
on top with less fatigue than any. Tourists 
have described the scene from the top so 
often that I will not repeat it, simply say- 
ing it is a picture not to be forgotten in a 
life time. We also visited tbe Sphinx aud 
the Alabaster Temple near it, recently dis- 
covered, like tbe pyramid a wonder and a 
mytsry possibly never to be understood. 
We came down to tbe valley and took 
lunch an other parlies were coming out to 
make the ascent in the heat of the day in- 
stead of the cool of the early morning. 


OAIBO. 


We spent a day in going through the 


great museum iu Cairo, driving through 
the clean, beautiful streets, thronged by 
people from every nation under beaven, 
with a strange mingling of extreme western 
and extieme eastern life. The bicycle 
rider went whirling by the donkey rider, 
with tbe darkey boy running behind; the 
fine coach and four whirled by the bnge 
c-imel with its long swinging stride; the 
western lady with bead erect and open face 
fnce crowded tbe veiled aud shrouded east- 
ern beayty in the fashionable bazaars; each 
pit}ing tbe other for being so benighted. 
So il waa in almost every phase of every- 
day life seen in this truly wonderful oiiy. 


We left Cairo by the Ism ilia railroad, 


passing through a portion of the cotton 
fluids of Egypt now becoming celebrated, 
and reached the Suez canal at Ismilis, 
when we took steamer to Port Said, stopped 
there a days then took steamer for Jaffa, 
where we landed tbe morning of the 8th.

Fewer Colored Pooplc In I.'cw 


The colored race does noc increase 


rapidly In New England. Rhode Island 
is the only one of the New England 
states where the colored people were, in 
1890, over 2 per cent, of the population. 
Even there the colored population has, 
according to the census, fallen off from 
2.49 per cert, of the population in 1850 
to 2.21 per cent, in 1890. In Connecti- 
cut, in the same period, the percentage 
declined from 2.07 to 1.73. In Maine 
the colored population in 1800 was leas 
than a quarter of 1 por cent., a decline 
for the decade, but a slight, scarcely 
perceptible gain as compared with 1850. 
The same is true of New Hampshire 
and Vermont, where colored people 
make up only 0.18 per cent, and 0.30 per 
cent., respectively, of the population. 


In Massachusetts they were in 1890 


1.05 per cent, of tho population, against 
0.91 in 1850. In Massachusetts, as in 
all other New England states, however, 
their percentage declined during tho 
preceding dju;ule. Tho census enumera- 
tors found 
23,570 colored people ill 


Massachusetts in 1890, 1,823 in Maine, 
600 in Ne\v Hampshire. 1,004 in Ver- 
mont, 7.C4? in Rhode Island, and 12,-

A Painter's Memoirs. 


The memoirs of Delacroix, the painter, 


written between 1845 and 1868, are in the 
press. They are in the form of a diary. 
Few persons knew of their existence. 
Dumas fils was one of the few, and long 
tried to get them into his possession, 
After Delacroix's death they passed into 
the hands of his devoted friend, the 
painter Andrieu, who was his pupil and 
studio assistant. Andrieu kept the di- 
ary as a relic, thinking that publication 
would be desecration. He died a short 
time ago, and his widow took the manu- 
script to another of Delacroix's pupils 
to ask what she should do with it. 


A meeting of the author's heirs was 


called. They decided on publishing and 
appointed a Mr. Flat to edit the manu- 
script. What gives it so much artistic 
value is the great number of margina 
and other illustrations of the text. The 
frankness with which the author speaks 
of the men, women and events of bis 
time makes excision obligatory.

The Onyx Quarries of Arizona. 


There are now on exhibition at the 


[nstitute of Building Arts about thirty 
specimens of onyx from the recentlj 
discovered deposits in Arizona. Dnti 
the discovery of the Arizona quarriei 
;he only source of supply of this stow 
•was in the La Pedrara mines in tb< 
state of Puebla, in old Mexico. Speci 
mens from the Arizona deposit show 
that the stone can be obtained in this 
country in a size suitable for architec 
tural purposes and of the finest qualify 
While the Mexican deposit was onl 
three acres in extent originally, and i 
now practically exhausted, the Arizona 
quarries cover about 800 acres. 


The specimens on exhibition show in 


finite variety in color and take the high 
est polish. The exhibit consists of thir 
ty odd slabs about one inch thick and 
varying from four to twelve square fee 
in area. The Arizona deposits are lo 
cated about twenty-seven miles south 
west of Prescott, and a branch railroac 
has already been projected.—(Jhicag 
Times. 


Novelties In Railroad Signals. 


An important experiment in the waj 


of signaling railroad trains is being 
made on the Pennsylvania railroad at 
Wilkinsburg. An illuminated blade or 
semaphore, which promises to do away 
with the colored light signals, is being 
tried. The blade is somewhat the shape 
of the present one in use, and is designed 
to be attached to any interlocking sig- 
nal. 


Its use lies in the fact that the colored 


light is abolished, and removes all dan- 
ger from breakage of the colored glass 
and the consequent confusion of signals 
to the engineer. The new contrivance 
throws the rays of a white light at dif- 
ferent angles, which form the signals.—
